The French government of 
Premier Georges Bidault re­ 
signed today after parliamen­ 
tary defeat on the issue of in- 
ore ased pay for civil servants. 
France’s diplomatic efforts 
to unify Western Europe's in­ 
dustry thus suffered a severe 
setback at the hands of an op­ 
position grouping In the Na­ 
tional Assembly. 
President Vincent Aurlol ac­ 
cepted the resignations imme­ 
diately and began consulta­ 
tions with political p a r t y 
leaders.

PARIS, June 24. — The eight- 
month-old government of Premier 
Georges Bidault fell today when 
it was defeated by the French Na­ 
tional Assembly on a vote of con­ 
fidence. 
The volte was 352 to 230 against 
the government. 
Only 311 votes 
were necessary to topple the mid- 
dle-of-the-road coalition. 
Group Resignation 
Bidault immediately summoned 
his cabinet to sign the group resig­ 
nation which will be sent to Presi­ 
dent Vincent Auriol. 
The defeat came on the govern­ 
ment’s refusal to grant a wage in­ 
crease to o u l servaot^J^tfLUse 
no fund? h iW been afqpH^nnted 
to pay the boost. 
Parliamentary speculation on a 
successor to Bidault, a popular Re­ 
publican, centered around Rene 
Pleven, defense minister in the 
defeated government and a mem­ 
ber 
of 
the 
Democratic-Socialist 
Union. 
If Pleven fails, as is expected, 
Radical-Socialist 
Henri Queuille 
may take on the burden. 
Queuille's government fell last 
October after a year in office. 
Bidault, in his appeal for a vote 
of confidence, said the fall of his 
government would create a vacuum 
with “grave consequences” for the 
Schuman plan conference now go­ 
ing on in Paris and for current 
talks on French Indo-Ohina. 
Cause of Defeat 
The government’s defeat is,trace­ 
able to the refusal of the Socialists

House Republicans Spirt 
Central Church

WASHINGTON, June 24—House 
Republicans are sharply split today 
over the new Democratic tax bill 
and many—possibly an overwhelm­ 
ing majority—may vote for it. 
GOP members find themselves 
on the horns of a political dilem­ 
ma. 
Nearly all favor the one bil­ 
lion dollar cut in excise taxes pro« 
vided in the bill, but many of them 
including their leader, Rep. Mar­ 
tin (R) Mass., oppose the counter­ 
balancing corporation tax boost. 
Martin has termed the measure 
“phony tax relief” .on the ground 
that the tax Increases to corpora­ 
tions will be reflected in higher 
prices, with the consumer ulti­ 
mately paying the bill. 
To Call Bill Up Tuesday 
The Democrats plan to call up 
the bill next Tuesday under a pro­ 
cedure which will offer only one 
chance for amendment. 
This will be a recommittal mo­ 
tion, to be offered just before the 
final vote is take, probably Thurs­ 
day. 
Republican members of the 
tax-drafting ways and means com­ 
mittee are working on it over the 
weekend. 
They will submit it to 
all house Republicans at a party 
conference Monday afternoon. 
The recommittal motion could 
call for elimination of the 433 mil­ 
lion dollar corporation tax boost, 
but if the move is defeated, as is 
now generally anticipated, Repub­ 
licans opposing tax rises face a 
hard decision.

Persons purged were forbidden 
to hold public office or write or 
speak on political matters.

MOSCOW'S 'PEACE PLAN'? 


Has Russia privately submitted proposals for a truce in 


the cold war? Gossip in high diplomatic circles in Paris, ac­ 


cording to the International News Service, says that she has. 


it may be so or it may not. But the terms of the Soviet pro­ 


posals, as reported by INS, are tricky enough to sound Mos­ 


cow-made And Russia's separate offer to sell more grain to 
western Europe— in exchange, naturally, for manufactures 
needed behind the Iron Curtain—tends to confirm the rumor 
that the Soviet Union may be trying to put over a major deal. 


; 
Most of Russia's alleged demands are things the United 
States could agree to with little regret— if Russia made firm 
concessions on her side. Disarmament would suit the U. S. fine 
* -if it ended the threat of Soviet military and fifth column 
aggression. Seating Red China's representatives in the UN 
could do little harm. Ending arms aid to western Europe and 
outlawing the atom bomb would save the U. S. billions. Lnili- 
Sation and neutralization of Germany, with withdrawal of all 
occupation troops, could be advantageous to this country. 
Russian cooperation in drafting a Japanese peace treaty is 
theoretically desirable. 
I 
The United States would, in fact, have done all these 
Clings long ago if the attitude of Russia and of communist fifth 
columns had not blocked them. 


There is also at least one other Russian demand that is 
unacceptable. That involves conceding to Russia a position of 
special*privilege in China—which means abandoning the Open 
Door policy maintained for more than a half century. 


But the big catch in the whole plan is that the U. S. would 
disarm, scuttle the atom bombs, pull out of Germany, and, to Churchill 
. 
, backers 
a large extent, out of Europe, and accept deals at Yalta and 
Potsdam, only to find out later that the U. S. was stuck with 
its side of the agreement, while Russia broke her promises. 
Americans aren’t fools enough to fall for the game again. 


Great 
Britain’s Labor govern­ 
ment stood firm today in determ­ 
ination to follow its charted course 
on the Schuman plan even if an 
adverse confidence vote in the 
House of Commons should result. 
Conservatives and Liberals in 
the House of Commons teamed up 
in drafting a motion which criti­ 
cizes the government for failures 
to participate in the discussions 
now under way in Paris. 
Took I'p Challenge 
Prime Minister Attlee took up 
the challenge and by presenting 
an a m e n d m e n t automatically 
makes the vote which will be cast 
next week one of confidence in or 
censure of his regime. 
The amendment, to be sure, has 
done little to clear up the con­ 
tradictory situation brought about 
by a statement issued by the execu­ 
tive committee of the Labor party 
rejecting out of hand all such con­ 
tinental commitments such as the 
Schuman plan. 
Conservative and Liberal critics 
maintain they cannot understand 
how the Labor government can 
endorse the plan generally and ex­ 
press hope for eventual British

Maintain Attitude 
Attlee maintains that his atti­ 
tude toward the Schuman plan is

French Foreign Minister Rob­ 
ert Schuman is making determined 
efforts to win British approval. 
He and his chief planner Jean 
Monnet have modified their orig­ 
inal proposals for creation of an 
international “high authority” to 
supervise operations in the pool­ 
ing of iron, steel and coal resources 
and production. 
The decisions of this authority 
now will be subject to parliamen­ 
tary as well as judicial review 
This was obviously a sop to the 
British House of Commons and an 
effort to further the idea of a gen 
eral 
European 
super-government 
which would be concerned with 
preservation of peace as well as 
prosperity. 
New Isolation 
It is only in recent months that 
Great Britain has developed a new 
isolation from the European con­ 
tinent. 
The Council of Europe which 
meets at Strasbourg originally had 
many British supporters from ali 
political schools. 
A r c h - Conservative Wi n s t o n 
was one of its earliest 
But Socialists and Lib­ 
erals cheered the idea as well as 


for a time it seemed that the con­ 
cept was going to be one that 
would level off all political dif­ 
ferences. 
This has not been the case, how­ 
ever.

progress, 
coupled with considerable bicker­ 
ing at Strasbourg, was largely re­ 
sponsible for Schuman’s introduc­ 
tion of the pooling plan with what 
he termed “thoughtful rashness.” 
Stand Or Fall 
The Labor government of Prime 
Minister Attlee intends to stand or 
fall next week mereiy on the con­ 
tention that Great Britain cannot 
take part in any international con­ 
siderations which imply any com­ 
mitments in advance 
The Dutch government, which 
rushed into Schuman plan nego­ 
tiations. 
is now adopting much 
the same stand. 
Belgium and Luxembourg may 
follow suit 
This might be fatal 
to Schuman’s proposals unless he 
can make them so wide, far-reach­ 
ing 
and 
mutually 
advantageous 
that cooperation by all becomes 
mandatory. 
There will be deep and cautious 
consideration on all aspects of the 
plan in Whitehall over the eve­ 
ning 
Next week's debate in the 
House may bring out a good many 
undisclosed factors. 
Chief 
of 
them 
may 
be 
the 
extent of Britain's willingness to 
sacrifice some of her national sov­ 
ereignty— a pro-requisite on the 
part of all nations if the plan is 
to succeed. 
But if Attlee wins nis vote, whic 
seems highly likely at the present, 
there may be a long lapse of time 
indeed before Britain throws in 
her lot w'ith the regimented heavy 
industries of the continent across 
the channel and the North sea.

ANTI SUB WARFARE 


The Navy is getting ready for submarine warfare in the 
skies. A $100,000,000 supplemental appropriation just received 
will enable purchase of more than 100 additional naval air­ 
craft. 
The new planes will include 76 jet fighters and i9 “anti­ 
submarine” aircraft, specifically designed for that purpose. 
The probability is that all 95 will be used to implement anti­ 
submarine measures now being worked out. 
Additionally, the Navy plans to replace at least 10 obsoles­ 
cent planes in its present patrol squadrons— thus tightening 
still further its anti-sub tactics. 
The new planes are being purchased in addition to the 
817 for which funds are provided under the defense depart­ 
ment's original budget. 
The Navy has given top priority to anti-submarine war­ 
fare. Particular emphasis goes to the latest-type submarines, 
guided missile launches, troop carriers, tankers, and undersea 
transports.

THE DECLINING STATES 


Four years ago the 48 states of the union had an aggre­ 
gate debt of $2.500,000,000 Now the total debt oi the states is 
more than $4,000,000,000. This happened right after the war 
years when the states had accumulated large cash reserves 
which could not be spent during the conflict. 
W hat are the reasons for this sharp growth in state debt? 
One is inflation. The whittling away of the buying power of the 
dollar forces states to pay out more for materials, supplies and 
salaries. At the same time the federal government takes such 
a huge amount of tax revenue out of the states that they find 
it difficult to raise the money they need without imposing pun­ 
ishing tax burdens on the people. The same situation is found 
among local governments. 
t 
Between depreciated money and mountain-high federal 
taxes, the state and local governments are getting into deeper 
trouble as evidenced by their mounting debt. To be sure the 
states, and occasionally the local governments get “grants” 
from the federal government If it were not for grants, how­ 
ever, the federal government could do with ‘a lot less money. 
The states and local governments could then make revenue 
plans to take care of themselves. 
As things are going, with the federal government get­ 
ting more and more power of purse, the state ^nd local govern« 
ments will gradually fade out as political subdivisions. They 
will merely take the money and exercise the powers that are 
handed out to them from an all-powerful central government.

WASHINGTON, June 24— Pol­ 
icy-makers in the Department of 
State are working on the outline 
of a statem ent aimed at putting 
a period to the McCarthy affair. 
It may wind up as the main theme 
of one of the series of speeches 
Secretary Acheson is making this 
month. 
The objective is to sum up the 
situation to date. It will state: 
1. That not one of the charges 
leveled at the departm ent has been 
substantiated by documentary or 
other proof. 
2. That both top officials and 
subordinates have spent hundreds 
of man hours presenting the facts 
to refute the charges. 
3. That this has seriously ham­ 
pered the departm ent in doing its 
job. and that the time has now 
come to get down to the business 
of waging peace, ignoring any fur­ 
ther distractions; assuming that all 
except those who prefer for politi­ 
cal or partisan reasons to believe 
the charges have had ample chance 
to be convinced of their untruth. 
Decision Is Overdue 
Several 
developments 
indicate 
that this decision is, if anything, 
overdue. 
One was the action of 
the federal grand jury in New 
York in failing to find any govern­ 
ment departm ent blameworthy in 
the handling of the Amerasia case. 
A second development is the 
forthcoming report of a State De­ 
partment 
Loyalty Board in the 
c ase of John S. Service, the for­ 
eign service officer, who was one 
of those originally arrested on the 
Amerasia charges. 
This will be 
the fourth time a board has con­ 
sidered every detail of Service's 
career and record, and the expec­ 
tation is that he will be cleared 
again. 
In addition, departm ent officials 
have gone into every aspect of the 
Amerasia case. 
They have con­ 
ferred at length with the lawyers 
in the Department of Justice, who 
originally handled the case. 
One of those on whom the heav­ 
iest burden has fallen is Deputy 
Undersecretary John J. Peurifoy.

PARIS, FRANCE, June 24—The French, as you may or may not 
know, are not at all inconvenienced or em barrassed by the idea of 
love. 
M arch with me along the sidewalks and streets of this city and 
here, there, Everywhere, you will suddenly encounter young couples in 
the springtim e who have been suddenly overcomfe with emotion. W hat 
they do about this is very simple. They pause where they are, throw 
their arms about one another’s necks and indulge in a hearty buss to 
relieve their feelings. 
Not, mind you, that I am trying to tell you that there is nothing 
but public necking and osculation to be seen upon the streets of Paris, 
but m ertly that when the young folks suddenly become aware of their 
violent affection for one another they pause for a little dem onstration 
no m atter where they happen to be—on the boulevard, in a shopping 
street, on a quai looking dowrn at the Seine, etc. And they ain’t kissin’ 
one another goodbye or hullo. They are kanoodling because they got 
love right then and there. 
Has Enormous Charm 
This has enormous charm, and, if you are as old as I am, makes 
you feel thirty years younger, and causes you to reach for tl»e Missus 
and do likewise, for what better time is there for kissing a girl, or 
vice versa, than when you happen to feel like it. 
I am making this the theme of my essay today simply because we 
Americanos are inclined to be ashamed both of the urge and the action 
and positively refuse to indulge in it in public, unless u be at the 
railroad station or at the pier. 
This, I maintain, is a pity, for there is no prettier sight than a 
sweet and uninhibited young girl holding up her face to be kissed at 
th e 'c o rn e r of the Rue de la Paix and the Place de L’Opera, by an 
equally untram m elled young man. This is a sight and a custom that I 
would be very happy to see transplanted to the neighborhood of 42nd 
S treet and 5th Avenue, or the intersection of Broad and Ma*n. 
Got To Conceal Our Kissing 
I don’t know why, but somehow w;e feel we’ve got to conceal our 
kissing. Unless the young folk can hide away in a parked car, the steps 
o< the back porcli at night, or a darkened parlor they are l s shy and 
private about their osculation as a teen-ager at her first grown-up 
party. 
The way the French seem to figure it and what you gather from 
theii attitude, goes something like this: “Ooh, la, la, but this i* a beau­ 
tiful day. The sky is blue. The sun is shining. The air is soft. You are 
a beautiful girl/boy. You have soft, beautiful eyes and a kissable 
mouth. We are in love with each other, so what if we are on the 
Champs Elysees, or the Boulevard Haussman, or the Place de la Con­ 
corde— what are we waiting for?” 
The attitudes vary, but I will announce for the benefit of those 
who are interested that it is always sweet, clean and charming. Some­ 
times, the parties are overtaken with the horror of what life would 
be like without one another and then they pause wherever ihey are, 
snake their arms about one another’s necks, lay thir cheeks next to 
one another and just hang on until the feeling of terror passes. 
Or the little girl is as suddenly aware that she is but a miuge on a 
teem ing planet with none to look after or protect her but him, and 
so she has crept into his arm and snuggles, while he embraces her pro­ 
tectively and drops a proprietary kiss onto the top of her noggin, 
Remain Unashamedly Glued 
Or both parties remain unashamedly glued, lip to lip, frankly 
enjoying the sensations thus provided, some with eyes open, others 
with eyes closed. 
And the point is that none of the passers-by stare, or rubber or 
gawk at them, or pass a remark, or feel outraged. Everybody at some 
tim e or other has experienced this thing called love, and to see a oer- 
sonable young couple practicing one of its m anifestations in a sincere 
and heartfelt m anner can arouse none but the most pleasurable mem­ 
ories in both young and old. I have visited many cities in my life­ 
time. but nowhere except in Paris have I seen this amiable and charm ­ 
ing practice. 
I am now going to propose to our young folk that they try this out 
tentatively and see how they like it and whether it doesn’t cheer up 
the scene. 
It must not be a staged affair, but must flow’ naturally from the 
time, the place, the urge and the girl/boy. I am sure*1hat if a French 
girl and boy who were in love, felt like it. they would kiss at the lunch­ 
eon table, in the Metro, which is what the French call their subway, 
o r the university campus, in the shopping center, the bistro, or just 
wherever they happened to be, and I am suggesting to out young folk 
to go and do likewise and bring the hearty, loving buss out of the dark­ 
ness and into the light.

Folk« Of Fame 


Edward Jenner was an emini 
nent English physician, born at 
Berekley, Gloucestershire, May 17. 
1749. After his early education he 
began to study medicine, and in 
1770 he went to London. During 
this tim e he was employed to pre­ 
pare and arrange zoological speci­ 
mens collected on Captain Jam es 
Cook’s first voyage. When an ap­ 
prentice he had noted a popular 
belief in G loucestershire as to the 
antagonism between cow-pox and 
and small-pox. He first investi­ 
gated the subject about 1775, but 
found no chance to test his the­ 
ories until 1796, when he was able 
to inoculate an eight-year-old boy 
from cow-pox vesicles on the hands 
of a milkmaid. Smallpox did not 
follow the vaccination, and its m er­ 
its were slowly recognized, the 
royal family aiding it* spread. His 
last published work was “On the 
Influence of Artificial Eruptions 
in Certain Diseases.” He died Jan ­ 
uary 24, 1823.

For Emergencies In District 


Silentlv. but effectively, with lit­ 
tle fan-fare. New Castle Civil Air 
Patrol Squadron is working, e s ta ^ 
lishing protection for the people 
of this community and surrounding 
area from possible enemy attack 
and aiding by air or groimd during 
ал У typ<* of disaster that might 
arisp» 
The members of this volunteer 
organization, who serve gratis as 
thev map plans from w'eek to week, 
meet regularly in their headquart­ 
ers building at Deshon Annex. 
Here, plans of action are mapped 
out as they prepare themselves for 
anv tvpe of emergency they might 
be* called upon to participate in, 
while on the other hand plans are 
made for frequent periods of rec­ 
reation and fun to be enjoyed by 
the members. 
. 
Requirements 
f o r 
becoming 
members of the C.A.P. are not loo 
stringent, but the ages run from 
to 45 years, with the latter age not 
being observed too rigidly, as in 
the Pittsburgh squadron, a mem­ 
ber has reached his sixtieth year. 
The squadron is made up of two 
units. Cadets and Senior members. 
Cadet Requirements 
Cadets range from 15 to 18 years, 
w'ith no cost attached to their .ioin- 
Ing. Uniforms costing about Si 00 
each are the only requirem ent 
which members must finance them ­ 
selves. 
However, off-.setting this, 
the student or cadet receives a pre- 
flight air course which consist.s of: 
Why the airplane flys; weather, 
communications and control, voca­ 
tional opportunities in aviation, 
aviation term.s, power 
of fijgbt, 
Bprial navijsation, national ana in* 
ternational problems of safety, ori­ 
entation and familiarization flights, 
plus army and navy air force pic­ 
tures shown as 
av'ailable. 
The 
course is worth at least $312.00. 
The local Cadets are a squadron 
with their own officers and non­ 
commissioned officers supervised 


by Commandant of Cadets, Lt. 
Rudy Walters, training officer. Lt. 
James Hamilton and Lt. Jack Kale. 
These men are veterans of World 
War II and are quite familiar with 
training problems and the need of 
a good local Civil Defense Program. 
Senior Requisites 
Senior members are composed 
of all persons over 18 years of age, 
many former army and navy pilots 
being enrolled. Although the Civil 
Air Patrol is in need of more pilots, 
they are also in need of fonner air 
force technicians schooled in radio, 
radar, engines, and general 
all 
around ground force personnel 
The above courses are also avail­ 
able for all senior members. 
Beside being interested in de­ 
fending the city against possible in­ 
vasion, they are making plans to 
convert their $50,000 radar outfit 
so that it can move to any area 
and produce electricity In cases of 
local pow'er failure. In addition to 
this, the C.A.P. participates in the 
U.S. Army maneuvers. Valuable 
topographical maps are given to 
each squadron in the Pennsylvania 
wing with the assignment of .search 
areas for each squadron. 
Search State Quirkly 
In the event of an air disaster, 
it is possible to search the entire 
state in a limited time and notify 
the next higjier headquarters with­ 
in a quarter of a mile of the exact 
location. 
A rescue squad is then 
quickly dispatched whether it is 
by land or aor. 
Persons oaer 15 are invited to 
join the local squadron and receive 
assignments for defense. 
If the 
city or country is worth living in, 
it is worth guarding. The next as­ 
semblage of the local C.A.P. is 
on June 27 at Deshon Annex, with 
transportation provided from the 
Frew building at 7 p.m. if such is 
desired.
